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Ms Preached by Rev. W. O. Cattell 


Yesterday—A Cause That Should | Sach 


Be Supported by Every Christian 
Man. 


In the First Presbyterian Church, yester- 
morning, Rev. W. C. Cattell, D. D., of 
Fulladelphia, presented the cause of Min- 
fsterial Relief, of which he is the honored 


secretary. 

Dr. Cattell began with a brief sketch of 
fhe growth and aim ot the Board of Relief, 
and then dwelt upon its methods of admin- 
istration, emphasizing constantly the sacred 
@ligation resting on the Church to provide 
fer those who had broken down or had 
grown old in its service. 

The burden of the address was contained 
fim the thought that aid should be given to 
the aged or disabled minister, not as charity 
er alms, but because he had earned it. He 
portrayed the striking contrast between the 
way the Nation cares for its servants and 
the way in which the Church had cared for 
hers. Were the Judges of all our Federal 
Geaurts were all the officers of our army and 
mavy retired on pensions because they were 

and needed help? No, it was because 
E deserved this recognition of their 

ful service at the hands ot those to 
whom they had devoted their life’s work. 
Be it should be with the Church. The vet- 
erans of the cross, those who had borne the 
heat and burden of the day in self-denying 
Rabors, ought not to be forgotten in their 
old age. Many of them in entering the 
ministry had sacrificed bright prospects in 
ether callings which had been open to them. 
To leave such men penniless in their old 
age and dependent on charity was as unjust 

rging further upon s point, Dr. 
Cattell spoke of the natural shrinking of 
enltivated, edueated ministers from asking 
for aid after they become too old for service. 
It deeply wounds them, not only to be re- 
las objects of charity, but that they 

ki be compelled to come before the

ask for aid. Could not the urch spare 
its honored servants such a heavy burden as 
this? They had enough to endure alread 
im their bare and comfortless homes, and it 
should be a great joy to God's people if they 
eould lift any P= of this burden from 
the shoulders of those who had given their 
Hives to lifting burdens from others. 

Dr. Cattell then dwelt upon the reasons 
why many ministers needed aid, especially 
fim their old age. He insisted that it was 
wet owing to any lack of econemy or of 
pradence, or even of foresight. The aver- 
age Presbyterian clergyman does not re- 
le the pay of a mechanic;, many of them 
mot more than that of an unskilled day 

wer. Andthere were social claims on 
elergymmen requiring expenditures which 
men in other callings with such small in- 
@omes would not think of making. With 
such hindrances to saving, and with such 
mall salaries, there was practically no 
e for clergymen to lay up 
for sickness or for old age, or for the faml- 
Des often left destitute by their death. 
Then, too, the private member of the 
meh often had ways of supplement- 
img a small income which were de- 
_ Bled a minister because of his sacred 
calling. People ordinarily lost confi- 
dence in a minister who is intent upon 
plans for making money, and no one, he

In fact the 
faithful minister should be regarded by the 
Church in the way parents are regarded by 
filial piety. Surely it is no charity for 
children to help uieir parents, when the in- 
Srmities of old incapacitate them for 
farther work. It is a privilege rather than 
a duty, and one to be discharged with grate. 
ful alacrity. Why should not the “fathers” 
efthe Church be likewise cared for as 
pet and gratefully, and their minds re- 

from all care and anxiety, at least as 
to the necessities of life? Why should the 
homes of these scholarly men and cultured 
women be darkened, as they often are, by 
eruel and bitter want, sh ned, too, by 
the memory of other and — days. 
when, in the vigor of their years, the pastor 
and his wife wroughtin the blessed work 
of the Nauen they loved so well? 

The Church is apt to forget how many of 
these blessed old ministers are now de- 
‘pendent on the Church for even the com- 
mon comforts of life. ‘The doctor was daily 
in receipt of pathetic letters, some of them 
too pitiful to be made public. These letters 
eome to him feebly written with trembling 
hands, on sick or dictated with falter- 
ing lips. But some of them he-had printed, 
— of course, the names of the 

rs, and these letters had seemed to 

most people really incredible. The printed 

e, however, does not show the tear blots 

the tremulous handwriting that reveals 

the heart suffering of the men and women 
who write them. 

The doctor then read some of the touch- 
ing appeais that had been made to him. He 
veferred also to the case which he published 
fm The Church of May last. More than 
thirty years ago he knew the writer, then a 
minister in the vigor of early manhood and 
with all the hope and enthusiasm of his sa- 

work. It was therefore with peculiar 
and touching interest he read the letter 
written to him last — by this 
man, and of which he had printed the fol- 
Rowing extract: 

“We have nothing now tq live upon, only 
mea dollar comes in at an unexpected mo- 
ment. | only write to ask if some one can- 
wot be found who would be willing to assist 
im keeping the wolf from the door. We do 
aot need anything In the way of clothing, 
gut we are often hungry. hen I look at 
my wife, now nearly years old, bendin 
ver the wash-tub, without even the help o 
a wringer, my heart sinks within me. I 
would sell my books to supply the wan 
bat I could not do that to advantage. 
— know of any one who would be willing 

aid usin this dark hour, it would bea 
great relief. 1 write of necessity, and for 
youalone. I had hoped this would not be 
my lot. If I do 5 in writing this note, 
forgive me. Iam not asking for large aid, 
but for that to meet my necessities. 1 hope 
A will not always be this way.“ 

Of course,he had only to show this letter to 
afew friends, and a sum of money sufficient 
to relieve such pressing wants soon found 
its way to this bare and comfortless home. 

there are many other such homes of 
honored Presbyterian ministers, who in

Some had frankly said to him that such 
letters must be written by persons rendered 
morbid by long sickness, or by those who 

were in their second childhood, and he 
would point them to cases brought to his 
motice by neighboring pastors who well 
knew whereof they wrote.

Why should not the t and 
wealthy Presbyterian Church, which they 
have so faithfully served and on such inade- 
quate salaries, “honorably retire” these 
veterans upon a modest pension? These 
pensions, or annuities, he confessed, could 
never be paid out of the annual contribu- 
tions to the Board. ‘hese would all be 
needed to care for other ministers, broken 
down in the midst of their years, and for 
the dependent widows and orphans of those 
who had died in the field. 
And could this great sum be raised? It 
certainly could be raised if the children of 
light were as wise in their generation as 
the children of this world, who set an ex- 
ample tothe Church, of what should be 
done forthe comfort in old age of those 
worn outin faithful service. any corpo- 
rations and business men, and Governments 
make ample and honorable provision for 
their worn out servants. He cited the ex- 
ample of the ng me of the great store in 
Paris, the Bon Marche, who last year gave 
this same sum of one million of dollars to 
the fund which provides annuities for those 
grown old in its service, and asked, are 
there not wealthy Presbyterians who will 
consecrate a liberal share of their wealth to 
the sacred object of providing such an an- 
nuity fund for worn out in the service 
of the Church?”

A STEAMBOAT VOYAGE ON RUS- 
SIA’S GREAT WATERWAY. 


Steaming Through the lwe Gorges of 
the Far North—Butting an Ice- 
berg—-A Petrified World—Grand 
and Sembre Sights. 


Ramund Noble in Atlantic.) 

-I-went at once on deck, and there 
witnessed a spectacle which has re- 
mained y fixed upon my memory, 
and which, for weird sublimity, I have 
never seen equaled. The steamer lay 
in clear water, but ten yards ahead 
„ Jagged ber teeth of an immense 

block, 8 from shore to 

re, more than half a mile in width, 
and running backward for fully 2000 
yards. Thecause of the obstruction 
could be seen at a glance. Less than a 
mile ahead the river bent sharply to 
the left, and after describing almost a 
semi-circle, turned again into its old 
course. It was in this loop that the 
ice, at first merely hampered in its 
descent, had at last been caught, as in 
a gorge, and the advance guard of the 
mass now 1 us, ne piled on 
layer, bloc welded block 
the whole frozen together in 
rugged shapes, rising out of the water 
like a fringe of rocks, just as pitiless, 
ustas impenetrable. Far off, beyond 

e bend, the glimmer of open water 
could be perceived, but between it and 
us the ice-field stretched for more than 
a mile. One by one the passengers ap- 
peared above the stairway, and had 
soon aggregated themselves into — 
from which came the sound of ea 
in some cases excited conversation. 
By the majority, further advance was 
not to be thought of; a few were con- 
tent to await the starting of the ice, 
which they thought might happen at 
any moment; one alone suggested the 
wisdom of a re de movement. 

The Captain evidently had a plan of 
his own, and as soon as day had fully 
lighted up the scene he took prompt 
measures for putting his scheme to the 
test. Weheard him give an order to 
the engineer, and then, before any of 
us could anticipate what was to fol ow, 
we found the Muravieff moving for- 
ward at full s in the direction of the 
ice barrier. A few moments later a loud 
crash was heard, as the steamer shiver- 
ing from stem to stern, buried herself 
in the obstruction. The engines were 
at once reve , and the Muravieff 
retreated slowly from the cavity which 
her hull had left in the ice-field; but on 
reaching her former position she once 
more advanced to the attack, these 
movements being again and again re- 

ted. At first it seemed the Cap- 

n’s purpose to force his way through 
the barrier—a plan which, had it been 
entertained, would have abun- 
dantly deserved the epithet of 
foolhardy. Gradually we ame 
aware of the more reasonable 
elements of the method of action re- 
solved 5 In the first place, be it 
said, the Muxavieff was in no danger;

STRUCK IT RICH. 


Miners in the Yukon County Report 
New Diggings of Great Rich- 
ness—Nuggets and Pay 
Dirt Pientiful. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Victoria (B. C.), Oct. 2.—[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Idaho arrived from 
Sitka last night, having on board a number 
of miners from the Yukon region, all of 
whom have from #600 to $2000 as the result 
of the season’s work. From the Alaska 
Free Press of the 17th of September, the 
following news ef the Yukon mines is ex- 
tracted: 

“The general formation of the Upper 
Yukon is slate, lime and porphyry. In this 
formation many veins of gold. and silver 
bearing quartz have been found, but as yet 
they remain unnoticed by the miner, and 
he has rarely taken the trouble to break 
open a piece of the quartz to examine it. 
Quartz carrying an abundance of free gold 
was picked up this summer on Forty Mile 
Creek, but its source is as yet not discov- 
ered; in fact, it is u prospected, the rich 
gravel bars alone being the attraction. In 
some places these latter are indeed rich, 
some miners during this summer having 
rocked out as high as thirteen ounces ina 
day at the new diggings on Forty Mile 
creek, All the way from $10 to thirteen 
ounces per day per man was obtained. All 
was very coarse gold, the market price of. 
which is about $17 per ounce. Two “eet 
were washed out of $15 and $82 value. It 18 
estimated that in the r of 

00,000 was washed out of these diggings 
this summer. All miners, with the excep- 
tion of those who did no washing to speak 
of, but spent their time prospecting, rocked 
out from $400 to $2000 in dust. This gold 
was mainly taken out of the creek beds and 
very near tothe ranning water, forin no 
case could the miner wash farther back than 
four feet into the gravel banks on account 
of encountering hard frozen ground. The 
gold rather lies in bunches than otherwise. 
As one miner informed us several shovels of 
dust could be taken up which would contain 
nothing but a few colors, while another 
would yield perhaps an ounce. The richest 
deposits lay behind boulders and drifts. 
On one bar three men rocked out on the 25th 
day of July, twenty-six ounces. As to the 
extent of the washing season, high waters 
area drawback in early spring, and the 
streams commence to freeze up about the 


first of October. 


DISCOVERY OF THE DIGGINGS, 

The new diggings on Forty Mile Creek 
were first discovered late last fall, by a man 
named Franklin, and upon his report of the 
discovery of coarse gold there the miners on 
the Stewart and Salmon rivers pulled out 
for that section, and soon nearly 300 
men were on the ground. In fact, Forty Mile 
Creek was the objective point of all who have 
gone on the Yukon this season. This stream 
enters into the Yukon River about 100 miles 
below Fort Reliance, having its source in 
the Alaskan range of mountains on the east 
of the divide and to the east of Mount St. 
Elias and the headwaters of Copper River. 
Running from Copper River to the east is 
an immense copper belt, sixty miles wide, 
and it has been traced over the divide 100 
miles. The diggings on Forty Mile Creek 
commence about three miles up from the 
mouth and are continuous for ninety miles 
up—as far as this summer’s explorations ex- 
tended. Several of the small tributaries 
putting into the main stream were some- 
what explored and found to be rich, but the 
scarcity of water in them for washing is a 
prevailing drawback. The bars worked 
along the main stream yielded.

Women are 
pushing themselves into a greater number 
of trades and occupations where their pres- 
ence would not have been tolerated a gen- 
eration ago. This is, perhaps, more strik- 
ingly true in Engiand than here. A 
table publishe@ some years ago o 
the number of women in England 
following occupations of a light and 
agreeable kind, such as postoffice clerks anc 
the like, made a surprising showing. The 
New England list is anether instance in 
point. Four-fifths of these girls are en- 
gaged in active and useful careers. No 
such proportion, we venture to say, would 
have n seen in that section twenty-five 
years ago.! 

It would be a mistake to ascribe all this 
to the pressure of necessity. Women are 
seeking occupations more and more because 
there is a growing feeling of dissatisfaction 
among the sex with the inert and dependent 
attitude toe often assigned to them in the 
economy of life. They are forcing their 
way into the colleges, studying professions, 
competing with men in many occupations 
where their greater quickness and readiness 

ve them the advantage, not because they 

eel in each case, the need of making a liv- 
ing, but often for the same reasons that 
men do—because they want a career, the 
gonsciousness of self-reliance and inde- 
pendence. Itis not un unusual thing for 
such women to marry, sometimes abandon- 
ing their occupations, sometimes continuing 
them. But, however this may be, the move- 
ment is one toward a truer equality of the 
sexes.

An Insane Man Kills His Best Friend 
and Commits Suicide.

He 
was carried into a front room and died in a 
few minutes. After thus killing his best 
friend, McGraw rushed out of the k door 
and shot himself through the head, dying 
instantly.

MR. TILDEN'S DOCTOR'S BILL. 


A Large Fortune Represented in the 
Doctor's Claim. 
[New York Times.]! 

The admirers of Samuel J. Tilden, 
who took pleasure in proclaiming on 
every possible oecasion that he 

more Jeffersonian simplicity 
than any man of his weight in the 
country, were, of course, unaware tliat 
he owed a doctor’s bill of $143,000. A 
bill of such magnificent, not to say 
startling, proportions and Jeffersonian 
simplicity could not possibly run 
double. For the pugpose of supporting 
the sage’s reputation for simplicity, 
some of his admirers may argue that 
Mr. Tilden may not have been aware 
that he owedso many bags of gold for 
medical attendance and apothecary’s 
wares. The trustees of his estate, it is 
understood, take this view of the mat- 
ter, and the impression among the few 
people who know anything about it is 
that the coming century will be consid- 
erably advanced before such a bill is 
paid at the face. 

One of the trustees looked surprised 
yesterday afternoon when asked if pay- 
ment had been refused of the bill pre- 


sented by Dr. Charles E. Simmons for 
medical service and attendance upon 


Mr. Tilden. Instead of giving a plain 
and satisfactory answer to the ques- 


tion, the trustee said that Dr. Simmons 


was the proper person from whom to 
get information on such a subject. 
Then, of course,the reporter gratefully 
accepted the statement that the matter 
was a private, not a publicone. The 
trustee would not say that the pay- 
ment of Dr. Simmons’ bill had been re- 
fused, but he smiled when the amount, 
$143,000, was mentioned. 

Dr. Simmons, who is also a Commis- 
sioner of Charities and Correction, was 
more willing to talk than the trustee 
had been. He talked all around the 
bill, but never mentioned the amount. 
The latter was stated to him, but even 
then he failed to deny or affirm that the 
figures were correct. He promptly de- 
nied that payment had been refused, 
but admitted that he had not been 

id. Any delay in the matter should 

ascribed to him, he said, and not to 
the trugtees of the Tilden estate. With- 
out giving the amount of his bill Dr. 
Simmons explained how a bill could 
reach very large proportions. He had 
attended Mr. Tilden, he said, for eight 
vears, or, to be exact, for seven years 
and eleven months. * that 
period he had visited Mr. Tilden 
every day, probably. He was Mr. 
Tilden’s friend as well as his 
physician, and considered Mr 


-Tilden his best friend. Mr. Tilden 


had always done everything in 
his power for him and his. Being on 
such terms of intimacy, it seemed nat- 
ural that a settlement should be de- 
ferred. It was postponed to such an 
extent that Mr. Tilden died without 
making one. Dr. Simmons said a set- 
tlement would be reached without an 

tromble when the proper time arrived. 
Heand the trustees would meet and 
adjust the matter. He, too, was unable 
to see why the public should be par- 
ticularly interested in his bill until he 
was assured it was solely on account 
of its size. About that he had nothing 
to say, nor did he offer the reporter a 
copy of the bill.

The mistake of my life, said an 
American mother, was bringing m 
daughters to Europe to be educa 
One is married in Germany and one in 
Italy, and I prefer living in my own 
country. I must leave them and go home

land and early associations, and find 
when too late that wedding foreigners 
is a grave mistake. The broad differ- 
ence in national habits, tastes, and 
opinions are not readil harmonized. 

Some say they come here to live more 
cheaply, as house rent, clothes, 
servants and amusements can be ob- 
tained for less money here than in the 
United States. If these European- 
Americans were as rational in their ex- 
penditures at home as here the differ- 
ence would be trifling. In America 


they live in large houses, keep horses 
and ‘carriages, entertain company. 
Here they keep a modest apartment, 


drive in cabs, and give few din 
ties. 

The present difference in price in all 
kinds of clothing enables some trav- 
elers to almost pay for their voyage. 
No doubt our distinguished statesmen,

ROUTE OF THE NEW SAN JOA- 


A Description of the Luxurious New 

Vestibule Trains to Be Run on’ 
the Overland Routes— A Ray mond 

Excursion Booked for. ° 


The San Jacinto Register defines the 
route of the new branch line to be built to 
that place, as follows: f 

Beginning ata point near the Perris de- 
pot, the line of survey extends in a north- 
easterly direction, up across Dr. Miller's 
place, through the town of Winchester and 
traverses the mesa near the foothills, ter- 
minating on the Estudillo tract, adjoining 
town. The depot, which will be a large 
and commodious one, will be located about 
600 feet north from the old Ketudille resi- 
dence, and only about a quarter of a mile 
from the center of town. There will be but 
comparatively little grading to be done on 
this line, as for the greater part of the dis- 
tance it extends over the level, unbroken 
mesa which composes a large portion of our 
valley. This, of course, will segues little 
more than an ordinary road-bed, but several 
good-sized cuts and fills have to be made 
where the road comes through the pass. 
This will give San Jacinto direct railroad 
communication with San Diego and inter- 
mediate points.

ure is a vestibule platform by which means 
the train is made 4— y one long car.

A brief description of them ap- 
peared recently. A train of these cars to 
run between Boston and New York as a 
“limited” express, was put on not long ago, 
and the Pennsylvania Central road runs 
trains of these cars. ‘This is the — it is 
described ina neatly engraved circular re- 
cently issued: 

“At either end of every car a steel-framed 
vestibule, supported by heavy elastic 
springs, incloses the platform. When the 
cars are coupled the vestibules press tightly 
against each other, and the points of con- 
tact are covered with rubber diaphragms, 
arranged in folds that stretch when round- 
ing curves. The interior is furnished and 
lighted. Cut-glass doors, barred while in 
transit, open on the steps. The train is 
thus formed into a compact series of apart- 
ments, with connecting hallways. The 
heavy frames of the vestibules act as buffers 
from platform to roof, affording protection 
against telescoping, and giving the whole 
Train uniform motion as though it were but 
me car. The comfortable seats of the 
sleeping cars are upholstered with plush of 

Kk blue. Panels selected from the 
rarest quality of mahogany are overhead, 
and on every side mirrors of flawless plate- 
glass extend in endless vista all that comes 
within their range.

RALROAD MANCEUVERS, 
(Oakland Enquirer.] 

The Stockton papers announce that Tur- 
ton& Knox, the Southern Pacific railroad 
contractors, have reccived orders to resume 
the work of grading on the San Pablo and 
Tulare extension. This is the line which 
the Southern Pacific has surveyed on the 
west side of the San Joaquin River. A few 
months ago Turton & Knox graded the line 
from Tracy to Hill’s Ferry, but were then 

rdered to some other piece of work, and 
hat they are now ordered to resume where 
hey left off is generally considered to be 
lue to the survey of another line by the San 
oaquin Valley Railroad Company. The 
latter company is believed to be acting in 
the interest of the Atchison corporation, 
and its surveyed line runs parallel for a 
long distance with the San Pablo and Tu- 
lare. The supposition is a natural one that 
the Southern Pacific hopes by getting in 
first to frighten the other company off. and 
thereby prevent the Atchison from gettin 

ough. It may be charitably concedec 
that the Southern Pacific knows its own 
business best. but to the casual specta- 
tor it that it is playing a bluff 
which cannet win. By anticipating the 
other company, the Southern Pacific may 
prevent it from constructing a road on the 
west side of the valley, but what will the 
consequence be? The Atchison will nat- 
urally come up the valley on the east side, 
paralleling the Southern Pacifie’s present 
ine. Now, about all there is to the San 
Joaquin Valley, as at present developed, is 
the east side, while the west side will 
always suffer from a lack of water for irri- 
gation. It would pay the Southern Paeitic 
much better to divide the valley by coneed-

A Law Regarding Them That Should

That no minors in the employ of 
any telephone company, special delivery 
company or association, or any other cor- 
poration, or person or persons, engaged in 
the delivery of packages, letters, notes 
messages, or other matter, shall be assigned 
by such corporation, or person or persons, to 
hire such minors to the keepers of houses, 
variety theaters, or other places of question- 
able repute, nor to permit them to enter 
such places of illegal or questionable call- 
ing; that this law shall apply alike to 
managers, superintendents and agents of 
— corporations, and to be enforced against 

em.“ 

Now, there are not only telephones in 
every such house in the city, but it is a ver 
common thing for messenger boys to visit 
these dens of sin in answer to calls, or to 
take messages for gamblers and men about 
town. The above law was passed during 
the last session of the Legislature, and is 
being enforced in every city in the State ex- 
cept Los Angeles.

{Lineoin Letter in Kaneas City Times. | 

We have been repeatedly asked by 
80 many parties East as to the real 
status of prohibition in Kansus, and 
not having time to reply to each one 
personally, we thought to make our 
letter more general through the col- 
umns of the Times, that reaches thous- 
ands who will no doubt be equally as 
interested as those who have solicited 
information upen the whisky problem 
here as a personal favor. Wehave bad 
the opportunity of witnessing the work- 
ings of so-called: prohibitory laws in 
four or five counties in the central por- 
on of this State, but our observations 
will be confined chiefly to this county, 
which lies just north of the central 
eounty of the State. This town, 
Lincoln, is the county-seat and 
contains 2000 inhabitants. There 
is not a saloon in the town or county. 
yet there is more whisky and beer 
drank here now than ever known be 
＋ since the county was organized. It 

is shipped here daily in vast quantities; 
it comes beuring labels that would 
necessitate a familiarity with Coptic to 
decipher. Beer is usually shipped in 
barrels of seventy-two bottles exch. se- 
curely packed and labeled “prunes,” 
“dried beans,” “breakfast bacon,” or 
whatever cunningly-devised mark the 
shipper chooses to place upon it. It 1s 
in this manner that the pious people 
have it shipped; those ofa secular turn 
of mind have it sent by the case or keg. 
Whisky is shipped almost invariably in 
jugs of various sizes; they are sume- 
times packed in boxes. but frequently 
come singly—labeled vinegar, 
ghum, ete. 

The early riser, who happens to be 
on the street aleut the time that dark- 
ness and daylight are struggling for 
supremacy, Cau count empty beer kegs 
and barrels by the score, sitting iu con 
venient places for the draywan to 
rustle off before the town is awnke 
Yesterday morning twelve empty 
whisky-jugs adorned the sidewalk in 
front of the express office wailing te 
be hurried off to the depot. The smal! 
boy is rewarded more largely in his 
search for bottles in the gutters during 
the early mourning than he is in 
tireless efforts gathering cigar-stubs 
the ramaining portions of the day 
These flasks are emptied during the 
night and hurled into the street; they 
are so plentiful that the bons sell them 
for a penny apiece. Whisky and 
beer are conveyed from place 
to place in vessels one would least sus- 
peet would contain them. When you 
see u Carrying un oil can cleng the 
sireet and walking rapidly, wearing an 
expression upon his physioguowy which 
indicates that he is eudeavoring to 
sight some object three miles distant. 

ou can’t tell whether Le has gasoline 

u that can or a good quality of S-yeur- 
old Monongahela rye. Even oyster 
cans, fruit jars, filled lamps or vases 
are looked upon suspiciously. if a roar 
were seen Carrying a jardin along ue 
street it would be dificult to ten 
whether he intended to put it to ils 
legitimate use. 

ut the boot-leg saloon-man, whose 
name is legion, is now having a picnic. 
At this season of the year the junumer- 
able rank sun flowers afferd him a hid- 
ing place as secure as that formerly 
utilized by the Wild game in Southern 
canebrakes. There is a veritable sinell- 
ing committee fof the town aud county. 
but it can’t trap the pocket saloon man 
with any better success than it can the 
prairie dogs, aud inastauch as all for- 
mer efforts to catch either have proved 
futile the men of many bottles are 
“monarchs of all they survey, which 
covers a much greater area than is 
occupied by the lauds of the State in- 
cluded in Secretary Lamuar’s 
restoration. We have watched these 
portable boot-leg saloonists with mere 
than ordinary interest. Said 
of the flask have their business down 
to an “extreme tenuity.”? aud, living 
as they do among the luxuriant sun— 
flower stalks, they attach their own 
peculiar significance to “squatter sov- 
ereignty,”’ and when the sine) Cottle 
mittee is likely to be aut ona tour of 
inspection there fellows make 
sqguat-creep along us cautiously as 
oid Colerow making sneak” 
through the gulehes, and then “bob 
up serenely” a mile distant. It some- 
times occurs, too, that these whisky 
peddlers are arrested. but notene has 
ever been ecornvieted. ‘Iwo of them 
have been brought before the court 
within the last few weeks and dis- 
charged for wantof sufficient evidence. 
Men nad been seen under the lifluence 
of “tamarack” in the localities where 
the defendants had been operating, but 
Convictiold Was ho ge, It appears 
that Blackstone, Kent & Co. didnt un- 
ticipate the abstruse Jntricacies that 
would result from sumptuary legisla- 
tion, aud our legal home talent und it 
un hill business to inoprovise meats 
for redressing imaginary wrongs, 41 
in their frantic efforts to evenly balance 
the scales of equity they frequently 
come hear butting their so-called brains 
out against the ene ex. post 
facto. 

As time mene on public opinion 
vrows more bitter against mock prehi- 
bition; the people are beeoming bolder 
every day in tler evard the pro- 
nibitorvy law. It in mei an 
thing now to Witness a bus load 
menu and a fresh keg of beer drive just | 
outside the city limits in breed 
light, amd on Sunday, too to manne 

‘enient grove on the banks of the t re | 
tnous Sahne River and there partic!

loud of beer is taken a few diiieos out 


into the country to some neighbor's 
grove. and a picnic of several days will 
be inaugurated. All classes of people 
take part in these exercises—we meun 
the rich and poor. ‘Those who drive in 
fine outfits to and from these social 
pi nics or suburban beer-gardens will 
pass and repass pedestrians by the 
se re atl joing inthe general “round- 
up“ in doing honor to Gambrinus. 

This county remarkable tor its 
celebration of anniversaries, for the 
reunion of old settlers, for picnics and 
p'atform dances, for horse-racing, and 
nearly all imaginable outdoor sports and 
amusements. Not a week has gone by 
siuce ine seasou began that sume of 
the various groves throughout the 
county have not been thronged with 

people * in some of the pastimes 
mentioned; and in every instance the 
r mun invariably gets there 
n great shape. Even the camp meet- 
ings and Suuday-school conventions are 
attended more largely on accouut of 
the easy facilities offered by the man of 
many flasks to secure a “‘smile’’ on the 
outskirts. Men attend these pious 
gatherings under these circumstances 
who have never thought of Sunday- 
school since they u to hear when 
boys how Robert Raikes organized that 
institution with the street waifs of 
London. It is not an uncommon occur- 
renee to see persons draw a bottle of 
whisky from their pockets and im- 
bibe its contents right in the center of 
the city, in broad daylight. The writer 
has witnessed such performance time 
und again. Whisky can be found bid- 
den te under bunches of grass, piles 
of rubbish, in the tall weeds, or 
wherever you choose to discover it— 
provided a few minutes’ notice is given 
prior to making the search. Drunken 
men can be reen reeling in the streets. 
ur tied up in a Knot in some of the back 
alleys, indicating that we were passing 
through an epidemic of Asiate cholera. 
During a polit cal campaign the whisky 
und beer tlows more freely aud 
Next Saturday the Republicans will 
nold their primaries, for the purpose of 
nomivating county officers—a new de- 


purture this jyear—and we have 
been reliably informed that 
one candidate, who, is «at pres- 


ent a county officer, has provided 
uimself with an eight-gallon cask of 
whisky. Prominent members of the 
church have beer shipped here by the 
cause; We can furnish names and dates 
if necessary. At least 50 per cent. more 
arrests have been made here for drumk- 
enhess since the so-called Prohibition 
law went into effect than were made 
inalike number cf years previous to 
iis enactment. But where the whisky 
comes from is past finding out—like the 
‘fountain of perpetual youth,” sought 
for by Ponce de — it has not been 
discovered. Yet, like Tennyson's 
brook. it appears to flow on forever, 
while the arrests and prosecutions are 
daily heaping up costs for the county 
to adjust. 

Tne city teeasury is in as depleted 
coudition as was the old pocketbook 
referred to by Chaucer in his “Plea t 
My Purse.“ A portion of the plies 
furce has to be paid by private sub- 
scriplien; our neighboring towns 
where it is known that whisky — 
beer are sold over the counter, draw at 
least one-half the trade from this 
county that should come to this town, 
und would come were it not for the 
fact that “the fools are not all dead.“ 


DAVIsS's ADVISEKS. | 


All Passed Over the Dark Riser 
Save Three.

The death of K M. T. Ilunter, of 
Virginia, who was « member of the 
Confederate Cabinet, leaves but three 
of the entire number still surviving. 
There were fourteen in all who held 
Cabinet positions under Mr. Davis 
curing the existence of the Confederate 
Government. There survive Congress- 
wan Reagan, who was Postmaster- 
General of the Confederacy from rst 
to last; Thomas II. Watts.of Alabama, 
who was Attorney-General for « short 
time, and George E. Davis, of North 
Carolina, whoalo tilled that position 
tora few mouths. Mr. Reagan lives 
ut Palestine, Tex., and has been a 
member of the House for many years, 
und is now elected to the Senate. Mr. 
Watts lives at Montgomery, Ala..is a 
very active man, still engayed in the 
practice of jaw. Mr. Davis, of North 
Carolina, still lives in Washington, 
practiciig law. It seems a little curi- 
ons that of the fourteen that served 
with Jeff Davis eleven should have 
died before him. Perhaps he may out- 
live all of them, for he seems to be 
active, both physically and men- 
tually, if we ure to judge from 
the frequency with ‘which he is 
heard from on the current 
topics of the dav.

I took with some allowance 
what the Glasgow people had to say 
against him, for it seemed to me that 
their principal hostility was that they 
had failed to annex him to their social 
chariot, and both as an official and an 
author make him work like Samson in 
the temple of the Philistines. Harte 
seems to have paid no sort of attention 
to the regular duties of his office, and 
was found with difficulty.

Wormuth, of Fultonville. is 
the possessor of one of the oldest docu- 
ments in New York State, in the shape 
of the original Kennedy Patent,” a 
grant of land from King George, com- 
rising 775 acres, besides the usual al- 
owance of highways.“ The manu- 
script is da April 18, 1727, more 
than 160 years ago, and is still in a good 
state of preservation, though the 
writing is somewhat faded. The patent 
was issued on the recommendation of 
“William Burnet. Esq., our trusty and 
well-beloved Cuptain-General and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of our said Province 
of New York,” on a 5 signed by 
William Barnet, Jr., rt Livingston, 
Jr., Della and David Provoost, Archi- 
bald Kennedy, Esq., Helen Santford 
and Catharine Van Wyck. This peti- 
tion sets forth that on April 29, 1725, 
in a church with the native Indians, 
they purchased of the latter the tract 
of land alluded to—‘‘on the south side 
of the Mohawk River, situate, lyin 
and being in the county of Albany, an 
beginning at a certain oylnut (walnut) 
tree on the south bank of said Mohawk 
River and on the west banks of a brook 
called Wasentha.“ The terms stipu- 
lated in the grant are that the parties 
shall pay yearly andjeach year, for- 
ever, on the Annunciation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, commonly called 
Lady Day, the yearly rental of 
two. shillings and sixpence for each 
one hundred acres of lands,” and 
it is further stipulated that at least 
three of every fifty acres shall 
be cultivated and planted each year. 
All trees twenty-four inches in diame- 
ter twelve inches above the ground are 
reserved to be used for masts in our 
royal navy.

DR. DOUGLAS AND GRANT. 


Douglas Complains of Poverty — The 
Grants Complain of Douglas. 
[Globe-Democrat. 

Gen. Grant’s family and their friends 
who know of their affairs have been much 
annoyed by the intimations lately publish- 
ed throughout the country that Dr. Douglas 
has become destitute through any fault of 
theirs. The dispatch sent broadcast quotes 
Dr. Douglas in such language that he 
is understood to say that he got nothing for 
his services to the General except 8000 
which the General directed tobe paid him, 
and that this sum was intended to compen-, 
sate him for shattered health and the loss of 
his practice. Any such statement does not 
do justice to the Grant family, They say 
they paid him more than twice the sum 
nam for services lasting about six 
months. During half that time he was 
certainly with his patient a great deal 
but, even so, the 
meager, considering how it was earned. 

Gen. Grant liked to have Dr. Douglas 
treat his throat, pecause he did it. gently, 
exercising in that respect the functions of a 
nurse. The rest of his treatment did 
not amount to much. He often staid at the 
Grant house at night, but rarely rose to min- 
ister to the General, leaving that duty to the 
professional nurse. henever he was dis- 
turbed he made up for lost sleep by naps in 
the daytime. Dr. Douglas never had a very 
large practice here. He was a specialist in 
throat diseases, thus confining his atten- 
tion to one of many classes of ailments. 

‘He went to Gen. Grant simply because he 
was known to be gentle, and not in the ex- 
pectation that he could do any more than 
ease the last months of the great command- 
er’s life. He was neither robust nor young 
when he began the treatment, and“ in the 
course of nature, would not have held his 
own against old age long. lle became 
strongly attached to his patient, and no 
doubt felt his death as a personal loss, but 
the family think him ungenerous to remind 
them of his grief as a reason why they 
should pay him excessive fees, 

he. fact seems to be, according to their 
view, that he has vastly overrated his ser- 
vices and sacrifices, and that finding him- 
self in failing health, he seeks, perhaps hon- 
estly, the pretext that will command ready 
sympathy, in order to pose before the public 
as aimartyr with just claims for help. Of 
course the family offer no protest.ageinst 
financial aid for Dr. Douglas, but they do 
object to any such charity to make amends 
for any neglect of theirs.

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THE INVASION UF CHINA. 


STUPENDUOUS SOHEMES OF THE 
AMERIUAN ¥ SDICATS. 


EKaropean Capitalists Astounded by 
What Is Oontemplated in the 
Bank Agreement—Daring Move 
of Li Mung and Marquis Tseng. 


World Cable.] The Standard today 
prints a long dispatch from Shanghai 
concerning the American invasion of 
China. The loan of 2,500,000 taels, ‘or 
ever £500,000, at 3 per cent. has al- 
ready been advanced by a syndicate to 
the imperial boards of the telegraph 
syndicate to supply all materials and 
to fix a new long-distance telephone 
system between the principal open 
ports. In addition to this another loan 
of 1,000,000, tuels, or €211.000, has been 
advanced to the Viceroy for some pur- 
pose not made public, and for on. 
venience * “special purposes.“ 
These are the concessions so far defi- 
nitely — but those following are by 
ar the most important establisbment 
of hut is called the National and In- 
ternational Amalgamated Bank 3 
a special character, and supplied Wy 
American-Chinese capital cf a stupen 
ous sum, mostly, however, American 
money.

It is 
agreed and covenanted that it. will 
supply, manage and control the entire 
finances of the Imperial and Provincial 
Governments, collect and disburse the 
entire imperial treasury funds, provide 
the sinews of war for all such measures 
of Government as „ construc- 
tion and maintenance of forts, fleets, 
arsinals, navies, guns, railways, tele- 
— canals, etc., throughout the 
pire. It will provide for drainage, 
river improvements, and, to put 
it briefly, everything for which 
the Government of such a country 
as China requires money. The 
bank will have the exclusive 
right to coim all moneys and 
issue notes, and it is intended us a P 
liminary step to these astounding 
operations that this institution will es- 
tablish branches in every Chinese city 
of importance, as well as in man 
—— in the other four continents wit 
ch China has diplomatic commercial 
relutions. London, Paris, New York 
and Philadelphia are to ‘be the chief 
foreign centers. In short, its o * 
tions are to be endless. There 
doubt that China wants money, is meet 
anxious to get all she can, but it is hard 
to believe that the Viceroy would hand 
his country so completely over to 
Americans as this scheme would lead 
one to suppose. The loans already 
successfully negotiated by the syndi- 
cate have been made in a way new to 
China—without having obtained the 
imperial decree. 
trange to say, there is no mention 
made yet of security to be given by 
China tothe Amerigans for their money 
for a vew bank which will have even 
more important functions ltoward 
China than the Bank of England 
toward Eugland. The entire basis of 
concessions is Md peculiar, and the 
tide of public opinion here is against 
the project, however we may stand in 
awe under the shadow of its over- 
whelming proportions. The censors 
have apparently been thrown into con- 
sternation by this most daring move of 
the party of progress, headed by Li 
Hung Chang aud the Maryuis Tseng, 
and tuey have net yet memorialized the 
throne against it, although it is be- 
Heved that the syndicate will have to 
fight the prejudices of these most pe: 
tent forces iu the realm. ‘That the im- 
perial treasury, despite the vast re- 
sources of the country, is in a crippled 
condition is shown by the fact that 
only last week u loan of over £500,000 
had to be borrowed trom a French syn- 
dicate for carrying on the imperial 
household. There are many other 
rich syndicates in China, French aud 
German principally, and they, along 
with various foreign banks, stand 
aghast at the magnitude of the Ameri- 
cun coup.

Some remarks just made by Count Foucher 
de Cureli, late Ambassador at the Austrian 
court, at the opening of the Council Gen- 

eral of the department of Seine-et-Marne, of 
which lie is president, are worth nothing at 


this moment. After alluding to the sympa- 
thies wnich were drawing France closer to 
Russia. he warned bis hearers against in- 


duleing in fatal illusions and untimely 
dem pnstrations.

it Kas now too late to hope for any effectual 
entente.
